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DAY SUMMER SESSION IN GEOGRAPHY 


Sir George Williams University is pleased to announce that 
it will hold a six-week Day Summer Session in Geography from 
June 28th to August llth inclusive. The session is planned to 
meet the needs of teachers, students majoring in Geography, and 
students proceeding to graduate work who wish to continue their 
studies during the summer "holiday" period. 


This year a programme of seven full, and two half courses 
will be offered. Lectures are given 5 days per week for the six 
week period. In addition to the lectures, Saturday field trips, 


regular luncheon meetings with guest speakers, and special films 
will be offered. 


This year we will be very fortunate to have as a guest 
professor Dr. B. Zaborski, Chairman of the Geography Department, 
University of Ottawa. 


All those eligible to attend the regular evening courses at 
Sir George Williams University are eligible to register in this 
Day Summer Session and take a maximum of two full courses (or one full 
and two half courses) up to a total of two credits. Day students 
will be allowed to register for up to two full courses if they 
possess at least a "C" average, Day students who fail to meet 
this requirement will have to obtain permission from the Faculty 
Council to register for one full course, 


The following courses will be offered in the Day Summer 
Session: 
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Courses offered Instructor Time 


Geography 211.0 Prof, Clinch 9:00-10:45 a.m. 


HUMAN GEOGRAPHY - This course shows how associations of man and the 
physical environment in various parts of the world create 
regional patterns of culture. 


Geography 251.0 Mr. Slack 9:00-10:45 a.m. 


ECONOMIC GEOGRAPHY - A study of the ways in which geographical 
conditions influence the distribution and nature of human 
economic activity, farming, mining, industry and transport. 


Geography 432* Dr. Zaborski 9:00-10:45 a.m. 


WORLD FRONTIERS OF SETTLEMENT - A study of the areas of the world, 
in the present day, where active settlement is or might be 
carried out. 


* Half course 432 will be 
given the first 3 weeks. 


Geography 433* Dr. Zaborski 9:00-10:45 a.m. 


CANADIAN FRONTIERS OF SETTLEMENT - A detailed study of the 
present day "pioneer" areas of Canada. 


* Half course 433 will be 
given the second 3 weeks. 


Geography 412.0 Mr. Young 11:00-12:45 p.m. 


POLITICAL GEOGRAPHY - A survey course commencing with the history 
of the subject and its deviations into power analysis. For 
the remainder of the first term study will centre around 
analysis of geographic factors in unity and diversity of the 
State or International Bloc. These factors will be illustrated 
in the second term by a survey of the major states and 
international blocs in the world today.

Geography 431.0 Mr. Slack 11:00-12 :45 p.m. 


URBAN GEOGRAPHY - This course examines the historical development, 
growth, and the internal structure of cities. Problems of 
the contemporary city, and urban planning will be studied 
with special reference to Canadian cities. 


Geography 441.0 Prof. Clinch 11:00-12:45 p.m. 


CANADA, PAST AND PRESENT - This course outlines the development 
and the changing nature of man-land ratios in Canada, Special 
studies on regional problems and on particular economic, 
social and political lines of general interest are included. 


Geography 411.0 Dr. Zaborski 2:00-3:45 p.m. 


HISTORICAL AND POLITICAL GEOGRAPHY OF EUROPE - A survey of the 
states of Europe from the earliest times to the present. 
Emphasis will lie on the internal and external changes 
leading to the formation of modern Nation-States. 


Geography 421.0 Mr. Young 2:00-3:45 p.m. 


HISTORICAL AND POLITICAL GEOGRAPHY OF THE U.S.A. ~- A study of 
exploration, colonization and settlement patterns in the 
U.S.A. up to 1914, The reflection of these past geographical 
patterns on the internal politics of the U.S.A. will be 
examined. 


Three Saturday field trips will be taken in the Montreal region 
and will last from 9:00 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. Two Saturday field 
trips will be run on the Island of Montreal and will last from 
9:00 to 1:00 p.m. All students are expected to participate in 
such field trips. 


Those who wish to register in the Day Summer Session must 
return their registration form before June lst, 1965 with their 
deposit. The fee for enrollment is $85 per full course and 
$42.50 per half course. This charge covers all expenses. 


Those who are planning to register in the Day Summer Session 
in Geography should come to Room 247, the Geography Lab room, on 
Friday, May 14th, when assignments, texts, and term paper titles 
for all courses will be given out.
